The Grent Lottridge Company’s brewery,
at Hamilton, Ontario, was entirely gutted by
fire, A large quantity of stock was damaged
and the machinery rendered useless.

THE FAIR OPEN.

President Cleveland Speaks and
Starts the Machinery.

A NOTABLE ~ ADDRESS

America Asks No Allowance on
the Score of Youth,

In the pressnce of people from every coun-
try and ciime, surrounded by his eabinet
ministers, high oficials of the great states,
the diplomats and respresentatives of foreign |
nations, and a vast concource of American
citizane, Grover Cleveland, president of the
United States, Mondny, pressed the button
which relensed the great mechanical forces
of the Columblun expos tion. At once a
beavy salute from the guns of the United
Htates ship Andrew Johnson, pealed forth
the nation's greeting, and 700 flags wera re-
leased to the breeze while a great wave of
musio pealed forth, Thus was the great
ekposition formally thrown open to the

States senate, Rev, Dr., W. H. Milburn, was
led forward. He prayed for about ten min-
utes, but what he sald could scarcely bel,
heard, owing tothe confused murmer of
voices in the vast crowds, Following came
Miss Jessie Conthoni, a Chicago elocutionist,
who recited W, A. Croffut'é poem, ‘‘The
Propheey,” composed for the oceasion. It t
tells in beautiful lines of the voyage of Colum-
bus, the doubts and fears of his crew, all of
which Columbus overcame,

The orchestra rendersd the Rienale over-
ture hy Wagner, and the director-general
stepped forward, flrst bowing to the Presi-
dent and then to the nssemblage, He de-
liverad a lengthy nddress, which was to a
great extont o history of the great exposi-
tlon aud o tribute to the master miuds
which created the great buildings. The

Night Scenss at the Fair,

The splendors of the night outshons the
glorfes of the day. That potent factor, elee-
trieity, was displnyed in all its brilllancy and
rivaled for supremacy the one gleam of noon-
day sun that graced the opening ceremonlies.
The center of attraction was, as during the
day, the administration building, and its
sourt of honor, and thither the masses flook~
od in multitudes,

President Cleveland’s departure from the
adminlstration building shortly after flve
o'elock was the signal for the duy’s crowd to
laave, and the grounds bore a deserted ﬂﬂ-
pearance until nearly 6.90 o'clock. Notwith-
standing the chill air which settled over the
grounds as the evening grew, ple began
to gather early, and by the time darkness had
eneircled the white city a multitude filled the
plaza from the administration bullding to the
peristyle.

The firet touch of magie given the night
setting of the groat scene was n fringe of in-
eandescent lghts which surmounted the
columns of the peristyle running from music
hall to the castno. This was followed o mo-
ment later by strlrs of Hght which sprang to
life on all parts of the administration build-
fng. The entire structure wns gilded with
seams of light running nround the top of the
pavilions and to the dome. The effoct was
one of surprising heauty, and was greeted
with great applause. Much disappointment

Opening of the German Exhibit.

The pnrﬂoipll‘lon of the German empire in
the inauguration of the big {alr was an elab-
orate aftair, which must be accradited to
that country and its representatives, The
opening of the World's Columbian Exposi.

tjon was celsbrated by Privy Qounoilor Wer-

muth, the Imperinl German commissionyr,
and his staff in grand style worthy of the
oceasion of the memorable day and in a
manner thoroughly befltting that potent
atate which he has the honor to serye and
represant—in fact it was a gala day for Ger-
many at Jaekson Pork,

At the moment Mr. Cleveland pushed the
button that set the machinery in motion, the
chimes in the chapel of Germany’s represen-
tative bullding, on the border of the lake
were hrought into action, with the beautll’u[
and melodious tones fAlling the air with
“Glory, Hallelujoh" in honor of the event.

On fhe platform amid the dignitaries of
the fair, Commissioner Wermuth and his
staff, the whole hody comprising forty-four
members, attracted no little attention. Herr
Wermuth, in gala uniform as privy coun-
ellor of the German ministry of the interior,
and Assistunt Commissioner Herr Frantz
Bergla, in the cavalry uniform of the Prus-
sion Londwehr, wera in sharp coutrast with
the other members of the commission in civie
dress, a dietinguished body of men were the
enlightenied Germah professors, who con-
stitute the commisdion in charge of Ger-
maony's edtieational exhibit, The gentlemen
were attired in black robes similar to those
worn by the judges of the United Btates
Supreme Court Offcials.

The Latcst News Gleaned From Varlous
Parts of the Btats.

A movaa granite shaft nearly six feet high,
resting on a base 3 feat h gh, has been placed
in position in Bruton Episcopal Church-yard,
On the front or south side of the base is the
following inscription: “Ereocted in memory
of the Confederate soldiers who fell in the
battle of Willlsmsburg May 5, 1862, and lis
buriad under and around this monument.”

R. H. Grecory, a farmer living on “Btaun-
ton river” in preparing land for watermel-
ong, discovered an indinn burying ground.
He dug up six skeletons and suveral ralles
burled with them,

Tug Norfolk and Western Railroad Com-
pany made application to the Clity Couneil of
Lynchburg for right of way for s branch
railwny slong Commerce street. The line
if built, will leave the main line a short dis-
tance above the city and ascend by an easy
grade to the level of Commerce street and
traverse its full length, It will greatly im-
prove the city faeflities for receiving and’
shipping freight and supply a 16ng-felt want
to the jobbing trade.

It Is supposed that he was over-
come by the foul alr on  his way up and fell
out of the bucket. Mr. Carroll was a single
man, about thirty-one or thirty-two years of
nge.

and the half frantic populace timidly
emerged to find the streets fllled with wreck-
ed vehicles, wires, roofs of all kinds and
fallen bulldings,

The beautiful City Hall, lately remodeled,
§s badly dumaged, the roof blown off and the
{nterior sonked with water, Every church in
town except the Presbyterian was badly
wrecked. The heavy boll on the Christian
Church was blown some distance into the
streat and thespire was blown off and ernshed
through the roof and ceiling. The Catholia
Church spire was leit aum.tlng. while the re-
mainder of the building was demolished.

A small child at the home of J. E. Betls
was tuken out of bed asleep after the storm
while it was surrounded with bricks an
fallen timbers, It Is miraculous that no on®
was killed outright.
